May Use the Holland. 

The owners of the Holland submarine 
hoat, who had proposed to g°0 into Santiago 
harbor and destroy the Spanish warships 
at so much a vessel, have come forward 
with a request for a practical test by the 
naval- officers of their craft.

The bill is still in- 
complete, but it is probable that it will be 
finished tomorrow, now that the bond feat- 
ure and «the seigniorage proposition have 
been disposed of. These have been the 
principal political bones of contention and 
it is these that have given promise of de- 
lay. 

The senate modified the bond provision 
as it came from the house by providing 
for the issue of $300,000,000 instead of $500,- 
000,000. 

The bond feature was put in the Dill in 
the face of the report of the majority of 
the finance committee against it. The 
adoption of this provision, with its attend- 
ant provision for the issue of certificates 
was put in the bill in 
lieu of that urged by the majority of the 
cemocrats for the issue of treasury notes. 

The provision for the immediate coinage 
of the seigniorage existing in the silver bul- 
lion now in the treasury—$42, 000,900 in all— 
was put in the bill by the votes of the dem- 
ocrats and ailver republicans. . 

On these propositions the Georgia sena- 
ters. voted -with their party. Both Senator 
Bacon and Senator Clay advocated the coin- 
age of the seighiorage and for the issue of 
treasury notes as _recommended in the 
majority report of the committee and 
fought the proposition to issue bonds,

Chickamauga National Military Park, 
June 3.—This has béen the most active day 
af the park since the volunteer army us- 
sembled, every regiment ‘and brigade on 
the fleld having spent from four to five 


hours in drills. The men are becoming | 


accustomed to camp life and rough fare, 
are seasoning. rapidly and are being put 
through the routine of instructions with 
more vigor each day. Every open field at 
the park was covered during the morning 
and afternoon with regiments, brigades and 
divisions, and every command jin camp was 
Sooners at one time or another during the 
ay. } 

ome complaint is being indulged in by a 
number of regiments over the delay in re- 
ceiving their equipments. Numbers of regi- 
ments are yet only partially uniformed 
and a number have not yet received their 
guns, The Fifth Michigan arrived here 
with only sixty guns, the pick of those 
used by them as national guards, and 
every one of the sixty has been condemned 
by the ordnance inspector. They are, there- 
fore, practfealiy without. guns. 

Captain Rockwell, chief of the ordnance 
depariment, stated that he is distributing 
arms and ammunition as fast as it is re- 
ceived, and he hopes to have every regi- 
ment equipped within a week or ten days. 

General Brooke states that he has re- 
ceived no orders from the department to 
the effect that 75,000 volunteers will be in 
camp here during the summef, as was in- 
dicated in the dispatches from Washing- 
ton, but says that it has been understood 
that such would be the case. 

Cavalry Wants Horses.

ST. PAUL IS IN GOOD SHAPE 


| Sigsbee Declares That His Men will 


Give Good Account of Themselves. 


HE TELLS OF WORK AT THE FRONT 


Capture of the Restormel Is Described 
by the Auxiliary Cruiser 
Captain. 


New York, June 3.—The. United States 
auxiliary cruiser St. Paul came into port 
early today. Captain Sigshee went ashore 
and ‘thence proceeded to the navy yard, 
Captain Sigsbee refused to be interviewed 
regarding the service of his ship in the 
vicinity of Santiago de Cuba, at which 
port, it has been said, Captain Sigsbee ran 
the St. Paul well into the mouth of the 
harbor and obtained the first definite infor- 
mation of the presence there of the Span- 
ish Admiral Cervera's squadron. ° 


The unexpected arrival of the St. Paul 


in New York led to the rumor that the 
auxiliary cruiser was not at Santiago when 
Schley shelled the land forts Tuesday. 
News, therefore, from Captain Sigsbee was 
in great demand and the naval officer was 
overrun with &ewspaper men. 

After visiting Commodore Bunce at the 
navy yard, Captain Sigsbee said to a re- 
porter: 

“T have made my men practice from the 
first day, and while none of my men have 
been in the service long, I am well satis- 
fied with their work at the guns. We have 
not been in any fights so far, but my men 
will give a good account of themselves. I- 
was on the 25th when we captured the 
Kestormel. I knew that the Spanish ships 


needed the coal very badly, and I made 


every effort to see that they did not get it. 

“While off Santiago with Schiey I saw 
two more Spanish cruisers and Schley saw 
two torpedo boats. There is no question 
that they are bottled up as tight as can 
be in Santiago harbor. I went in so close 


that I made sketches of their fortifications, . 


which I am sending to Washington. Their 
guns could easily have reached me, but 
the batteries made: no atiempt to fire, for 
what reason I do not know, It may be that 
the Spaniards did not want to show the 
strength and location of their guns. But 
f am going to Washington with d*spatches 
from the fleet, and as soon as we have 
coaled and provisioned we shall put to sea 
again. This probably will not be for three 
or four days. As soon as I arrived @utside 
of the Santiago harbor there were indica- 
tions of the presence of Cervefa’s fleet in- 
side beyond the hills. I hugged the mouth 
of the harbor so closely that it wouid have 
been impossible for janything afloat to 
sneak out without our seeing them. It was 
either the third or fourth day after our 
arrival that I saw two Spanish 
which I was sure were the Viscayva and 
the Cristobal Colon. They crept cautiously 
into the stream and got to the middle of 
the channel. As soon 4s they caught sight 
of me they scampered back as rapidly as 
they could steam 
“Ags soon as we arrived off the harbor I 
announced my presence by the courtesy of 
a salute, taking as a target one of the 
Spanish forts. The fort evidently did not 
intend to accord me the courtesy due in fre- 
turn, for its guns remained silent. When 
I was satisfied with the practice my men 
had had, I steamed the St. Paul out of 
range and resumed scout duty outside thie 
mouth of the harbor. It was directly under 
the guns of a fort and within easy range 
that I took the Restorme! with 2,400 tons 
of coal] abecard. This coal was evidently 
interded for the Spanish fleet and the alt- 
tempt of the Restormel to run our block- 
ade and enter Santiago harbor would of 
itself have been evidence that the Spanish 
ships were there. I fired several shots at 
her before she hove to. I put a prize crew 
aboard and sent the collier to Key West. 
During the period I was. at Santiago be- 
tween May 22d and 29th, Schley came and 
went several times, cruising a little to the 
westward. _ but the St. Paul remained off 
Santiazo harbor for all of the eight days. 
“It was on May 2th that I saw heavy 
lines of smcke from what I thought was 
a Spanish squadron. coming to the relief 
ef Cervera: There was great excitement on 
board the St. Paul and immediately I put 
out after the fleet. I soon found the smoke 
was coming from Sehley’s ships returning 
to the entrance of the harbor. On this day 
both Schley. and myself saw again posi- 
tive evidences that the Spanish fleet was 
still bottled up inside the Santiago harbor. 
‘When I came up with Schley'’s fleet we 
both sigraled—Schley to me and I to him.”’ 


Bulletin from Schley Posted. 


Washington, June 3.—The navy depart- 
ment has bulletined the following report 


from Commodore Schiey: 

“Secretary Navy, Washington—Alace re- 
connoissance this afternoon, Mav i.ilst, with 
the Massachusetts, Iowa and New Orleans 
to develop fortifications with their charac- 
ter.

Proceedings of . Courtmartial—An 
Eight-Mile March. 

Griffin, Ga., June 3.—(Special.)—Judge Ad- 
vocate J. A. Thomas, Jr., called the court- 
martial court to order this morning at 10:05 
o’clock in one of the wnoccupied mess halls 
at Camp Northen for the purpose of try- 
ing the case of Private O. E. Ringland, 
company A, charged with’ misappropria- 
tion. :

THE RICH TREASURES OF SPAIN.

Great Store of Valuable Articles in the 


Churches and Monasteries. . 
From The Washington Post. 

The report that Spain will appropriate 
church property for war expenses brings to 
mind some interesting facts. Less than 
two years ago Pope Leo XIII sent to the 
queen regent of Spain a magnificent gift tn 
the shape of a rosary, the beads of altern- 
ate rubies, diamonds and enieralds, strung 
on a chain of the finest gold. The gift 
was priceless. 

From this one may form an idea of the 
immense amount of treasure throughout 
Spain in “holy objects.’” Scores of miters 
incrusted with jewels, capes and robés em- 
broidered in gold and ativer and ornament- 
ed with precious stones, used by the highest 
eccleiastical dignitaries only on grand oc- 
casions; picture frames of solid gold and sil- 
ver, rochets and albs of priceless lace, are 
among some of the riches of the churches. 
The old cathedral of Burgos is stored with 
valuable paintings and ornaments of gold 
and silver. At Valladolid, where Colum- 
bus died, there is a fine classical cathedral 
rich in uncounted treasures. A Spanish 
shrine is described as having two life-sized 
statues in silver of Our Savior and the holy 
mother, with a crucifix of solid and heavy 
gold a yard in height. 

Paintings by Velasquez, ‘Murillo and Juan 
Juarez, called the Raphael of Spain, are 
found in many of the cathedrals—that of 
Seville being particularly fortunate in 
works of Murillo. ‘Toledo, with its grand 


cathedral and richty embellished chapels, ' 


contains a mine of wealth !n ornaments and 
decorations. 

When the financial! problem became a se- 
rious matter in Mexéco, recourse was had 
by the government to the great treasures 
of the churches of that country. But this 
is not the only instance where it has been 
found necessary to draw upon such stores 
and reconcile the interfering claims of 
chureh and state. 

Na on Bonaparte laid his hand on the 
ancient patrimony of St. Peter, and the 
benignant pontiff, Pius VII, when compelled 
to pay a part of the 200,000,000 frances im- 
posed by Napoleon, had many of the golden 
and silver treasures of the vatican melted 
down to meet the demands of the emperor, 
besides surrendering priceless gems of art. 

Inestimable as are the riches of the vati- 
ean, they are not supposed to exceed those 
of the church in Spain. 

Although the peninsula was rich in “holy 
objects” from the date of the discovery of 
America, it was under Philip II that the 
vast accumulations now pdssesseG by the 
cathedrals and shrines was -begun. This 
king succeeded to an inheritance more yast 
than mortal man had possessed since 
Charlemagne had been laid in His tomb. 
Spain, Austria, the Netherlands, the golden 
Americas, acknowledged him as lord and 
sovereign master. In 1564. during Philip's 
reigty the rich Manila islands first came 
unde the grasp of Spain, and were renam- 
ed the Philippines, in honor of the king. It 
was Philip II who fastened the vast system 
of monastic houses upon Spain. He endow. 
ed them richly and made magnificent votive 
offerings 

When Philip confided the government: of 
Flanders to his‘ half sister, Margaret of 
Parma, and went beck to Spain, the coun- 
oe | of his birth and predilection, he took 
with im A great amount of treasure, 
among Which was a precious collection of 
Flemish and Italian statues and pictures, 
whic) he. had:innerited from his father. 
Charles V. When the royii fleet. arrived 
on the coast of Biscay it encountered a ter- 
rife storm and several of the ships were 
lost. The king was in the greatest danger. 
In this supreme moment he made a vow 
that if life were spared him ke would con- 
segrate his-power to the glorification of 
the church and the extirpation of heresy.

There will be no 
Berner delegates and no Atkinson delegates 
and the county will go without a’ contest 
to Candler. This afternoon at 3 o'clock 
was the time fixed by the Bibb county 
democratic executive committee for all 
candidates in the primary to pay the as- 
sessment for campaign purposes to Treasu- 
rer Wilder, of» the executive committee, 
and by resolution of the committee no can- 
didate’s name shall appear on. the official 
ballots to be cast in this county if saia 
candidate’s assessment was not paid by 
3 o'clock this afternoon, and no vote cast 
for such a candidate in the primary next 
Monday shall be counted. 

Each gubernatorial delegate was assessed 
$10. The six Candler delegates were the 
only ones who paid the assessment by 3

[TITLES MADE BY COURT 


Central Property in Litigation Wes 
Before Judge Candler Yesterday. 


FRONTED ON ALABAMA STREET 


Where Stewart & Ray Stables Are Lo- 
cated—Heirs Claim Title—Captain 
English To Pay $15,0UU. 


Judge Candler, in the svpertor court yes- 
terday, settled the title to’valuable proper- 
ty ‘fronting on Forsyth, Alabama and 
Broad streets. The case has been in the 
court some time and the trial of tite con- 
cluded yesterday in favor of the claimant 
against James W,. English. os 

The property is now occupied by the 
Stewart & Ray livery stables and fronts on 
three streets around the block. In 1863 W. 
&. Archer died, and his will was filed in 
Richmond county. Hs owned a large 
amount of property in and around At- 
lanta when he died ang left a large estate 
to his wife, who showd have a life ‘nterest 
in it, and then Mrs. Archer at her death 
willed it to her daughter, and she then 
te her children. 

John Archer, who was executor for W. 
E. Archer, sold the property to. Captain 
English, and the heirs claim that he could 
not give title and for that reason the heirs 
still had a claim upon it, 

The heirs, John Archer, Aliza Ann Dill, 
J. S. Dill, Anna Diil, Ear? Dill, Thomas 
Dill, Clara Dill, B. F. Dill, Orland Dill, Ella 
Pill, Walter Dill, S. E. Archer, Jennie D. 
Archer and J. M. Archer, filed suit for the 
recovery of the property some time ago, 
an-l the case was taken up yesterday. 

Captain James W. English was the svle 
defendant, and the recovery of the property 
was from him. The court heard the-case 
yesterday and ordered that Captain English 
pay to, James E. Hunt, who represents the 
claimants ad litem the sum of $15,000 for 
the property. 

The property is in the center of the city 
and is very valuable on account of its ad- 
mirable ‘location and accessibility to the 
center portion of the city. It fronts seven- 
ty-five feet on Alabama street, Tins back 
100 feet, and fronts on Forsyth street sixty 
fevt: it runs 133 feet east and fronts forty- 
five feet on Broad street. 

Besides the large livery stable upon the 
property, there are a rumber of buildings 
that pay a large income to the owner.

SOLDIER CRUSHED TO DEATH. 


Qne Supposed To Be Albert Hodge 
Killed by a Southern Switch 
Engine Last Night. 

A United States soldier, supposed to Al- 
bert Hodge, was killed by a switch engine 
on the Southern railway at the McDaniel 
street crossing last night about 11 o'clock. 
The engineer saw the soldier just before 
the engine struck him, but was too near

The soldier was supposed to be Albert 
Hodge, as this name was found on the 
band on the inside of his hat.

CANDLE-MAKING IN SWEDEN. 


The Inhabitants Are Satisfied with 


Candle Light. 
W.'A. Harwood in St. Nicholaa, 

The candles of Sweden are not “dipped” 
In the old-fashioneq way, but afe made on 
what might be calleq scientific principles, 
after the experience of a great many cen- 
turies has told the makers just what ma- 
ter‘als will produce the best results. They 
are not “run” in hand-held molds, at the 
risk of burning somebody’s fingers or spot- 
ting the kitchen floor with splashes of 
tallow. Tallow, in its crude state, is, in- 
deed. used in the manufacture of these 
Swedish candles: but it must pass through 
a long treatment: before it ytelds up the 
pure stearin from which the snowy can- 
dies are made. . 

Some of this tallow reaches Sweden after 
tong “hip journeyings from South America, 
while some of the stearin does not come 
from tallow at all, but from palm ol} gath- 
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ered by the natives of south Africa, and 
still another supply of stearin is gecured in 
a curious way—from insects shippe@d trom 
China. The insects, in dying, turn into a 
Wax very rich in stearin. 

When the stearin is.ready for the mixing 
it is nearly pure white in color, a clear 
liquid that has the hue and consistency vf 
Melted white sugar, In the factory tne at-

ing. Swiftiy breaking the candieg upart, 
the attendaut passes them on in a box to 
another workman, who sends them whiz- 
ging throush a trimming ang polishing iaa- 
chine, from whieh they go to the counting 
table. 

I watched a young woman who was at 
work one aay in a factory in Sweden (and 
the factory, py the way, was located in tie 
candlestick of the glant candie), counting 
these candles—a smal] kind it happened to 
be that they were then making, perhaps 
five inches in length. With a geftness 
which was quite extraordinary, she thrust 
her hand into a pile of eandles.and uner- 
ringly drew forth twenty-four—never more, 
never less. All day long she stands at this 
counter, and not once in a thousand times, 
80 1 was told by the superintendent, would 
she draw out Other than twenty-four. [ 
suppose it had become a matter of intul- 
tion, so to speak. She knew exactly how 
many candles’ woulg be included in the 
grasp of her hands. and she pract:cally 
never made a mistake. 

It seems strange in this day of electricity 
that there can be found in a part of the 
world where civilization has gone a people 
who are so generally given over to candle 
light as are the inhabitanta of Sweden 
In one year one firm ip Sweden manufact- 
ures for the trade of Sweden. almost ex- 
clusively. 21.000,000 candles of all sizes, from 
two or three inches in height up to seven 
feet. In spite of the introduction of elec- 
tricity into the cities, the people keen using 
candles, amy they even seem to think them 
a necessary part of their household ef- 
fects.

SMOKELESS POWDER. ' 


Some of the Advantages Derived from 
Its Use. 


From The New York Herald. 
Ordinary gunpowder, the kird one buys 
in a store, is a mechanical mixture of 75 
paris of saltpeter, 15 parts of charcoal and 
10 parts of sulphur. Tlie properties such 
a. mixture possesses may be altered to any 
desired extent by changing these proper- 
tions: the method or treatment also modi- 
fies the character of the resulting powder, 
and the size and shape of the grain like- 
wise influence the action of gunpowder. 

To manufacture gunpowder quantities of 
each ingredient are thoroughly mixed in the 
proper proportions, in a machine called a 
mixer; the compositions resulting from this 
‘s known as green powder. Green powder 
must be subjected to the incorporation 
process, an extremely dangerous: one, for 
it is in the incorporating rodém that nearly 
all powder mill explosions occur. 

The green powder is put into a tub, where 
heavy runners of three or four tons weight 
grind it into a homogeneous mixture. After 
‘‘mill cake,’’ as it is called, 
is crushed between gun metal rollers, then 
it is subject to different treatment, ac- 
cording to the kind of powder to be 
produced, whether grain, pebole or pris- 
matic. Granulated powder is the ordinary 
grain gunpowder of commerce. Pebble 
powder, or giant powder, or blasting powder 
—for all three are practically the same; 
is quite like grain powder, except that each 
grain is of the average size of a ‘pebbie. 
Prismatic powder is the kind used in our 
service to drive shot home, therefore, a 
short description of it may not be uninter- 
esting. 

The cowller charges for guns cf the Uni.ed 
States navy are made up of hexagonal 
prisms of brown powder. Brown gunpow- 
der contains usually about &2 parts of niter, 
3 parts of sulphur and 15 parts of underjo- 
burned charcoal, which accounts for the 
chocolate color of thg powder. Prismatic 
powder passes throug the same process as 
other powders, only the grains are pressea 
inte prisms by hydraulic machinery, instead 
of being separated and glazed, ‘ine prisms 
thus formed are one inwgh high and tnrec- 
quarters of an inch on the sides; there is a 
rgund hole, half an inch in diameter, 
ttceugh the middle of each hexagon. ; 

*Pewder charges forall of our guns not 
using fixed ammunition, with _mecallic 
cartridge cases, are put up in woolen serge 
cartridge bags, the prisms forming the 
charge being carefully, piled up in layers of 
the diameter of the chamber of Le evn, 
one on top of the other, so that the holes 
in the piles will be coincident. Brown pris- 
matic powder ignites slowly, it is thererore, 
necessary to put into each cartridge a 
prism or two of quick burning lack pow- 
der in the center. of the bottom /}:jer, next 
to the breech plug. By this means the 
flame is quickiy distributed through the 
entire charge. Each full charge in its bag 
is kept in a copper cylinder, with remov- 
able heads. This cylinder is passed from 
the magazine of the ship up to tne gun, 
where the ends are removed, and the 
charge pushed into the gun crfamber. All 
the powder charges in service on board our 
ships are brown prismatic, though s.ng ke- 
less powder is being tried, with a view 10 
its adoption. . 
Smokeless powder is so called because 
when exploded, it produces no smoke. Asa 
matter of fact, however, a light, trin, 
transparent vapor is usualy seen, Sut if 
quickly disappears. Smokeless 


powders, 
from the nature of the ingredients employ- 
e@ in making them, leave no residue when 
exploded, the products of the comoustion 
being gaseous, whereas in ordinary gun- 
powders, whether black or brown, the 
products are partly gaseous and partiv 
solid, the eolid parts being visible in the 
deposit left in the bore of the gun, in the 
bits of fire blown out of the muzZzie at tne 
time of dischsrer and in the thick, heavy 
amoke that hangs about, obscuring the 
view. 
The composition of the smokeless powder 
used in our navy is not known except that 
guncotton is .ihe principal ingredient; in 
all powders of this class some high ex- 
plosive like guncotton, nitrogiveerine, che 
pierates or a combination of these is em-

The xuns recently pur- 
chased from the Armstrong firm, in Eng- 
land, and mounted on board the Néw Or- 
leans, use cordite in their cartridyes. 

lt is Dut a question of time when. in our 
navy, brown guhpowder will be -uperseded 
by smokeless gunpowder. 


John Hampden’s Exhumation, |

The story of John Hampden’s exhumatiog 
is rather curious. Every one—or almost-— 
understands that Lord Nugent dug up the 


-hero’s body, and ascertained that-the tra- 


ditional account of his death—by a mius- 
Ket or pistol shot in the forearm—is exact. 
Lord Nugent certainly found and examined 
a corpse which for some years afterward 
he assigned with perfect assurance to 
Hampden. Sergeant Denman, afterwards 
chief justice, was present, and he never 
entertained a doubt apparently as long as 
he lived. ._But Lord ‘Nugent, for reas ns 
unstated, lost confidence after a while, and 
presently resolved that it was an. utter 
mistake. In the later editions of his: bouk~ 
he says that the body was ‘“‘that of some 
Gentleman or lady who probably died a 
quiet death in bed—certainly with 
wound in the wrist.” By this time he was 
not even sure of the sex! But Mr. Norris, 
Surgeon, who was invited to attend profes- 
sionally, described the corpse as that of a- 
“very lusty man, with rich auburn hair 
falling below the shoulders, in high pre- 
servation, except one arm, which had erum- 
bled off.” But ‘“‘there had been no ampu- 
tation nor operation of any kind.” iw 
then could Lord Nugent have assigned it to 
Hampden for years and Lord Denman for 
the whole of his lfe? 

For persons of 
read the intimate details of that problem, 
ever new, the life of Mary Queen of Scots, 
is no e@haracter more interesting~— 
in its way—than that of Bothwell. A bru- 
tal, vulgar sabreur who boasted, not with- 
Out evidence, that no woman could resist 
him, whom his gentle wife adered to the 
last after wrongs unutterable, and Mary, 
the, proudest, ablest of her sex, actually 
worshiped, must have had extraordinary 
fascination of some sort. It is not come 
monly KnOwn that any visitor to Faare- 
veile, in Denmark, can behold the skeleton 
of this desperado by applying at the church. 
Descriptions are not wanting. “It is that 
of a man about the middle height, the hair 
red, mixed with gray. The forehead is not 
expansive; the head wide behind, high 
cheek bones,. remarkably prominent, long, 
hooked nose, somewhat depressed toward 
the end—but this may have been the effect 
of emaciation; wide mouth, hands and feet 
small, well-shaped, those of a highbred 
man.’ In short, “any impartéal English- 
man would at once declare it to be that of 
un ugly Scotchman.”’ This throws no light 
on Bothwell’s strange history. 

AB si Walpole himself scrutinized the 
y of Edward IV., in 1789, and he noted 
With satisfaction that the “effigy,” his por- 
trait in WAX, Was a good likeness in that 
case.

A Hitch in the Proceedings. 
The parceling of the counties of the 
state between the active ends of the 
Spencer-and-Bob combination is not 
proceeding as lively as was hoped to be 
the case. An unexpected hitch has oc- 
curred—a hitch so inevitable that it 
might well have been foreseen and pro- 
vided against by the cute and active pol- 
iticians who are pulling the wires for 
Spencer and Bob. 

The trouble seems to reside in the un- 
certainty. as to the state of political sen- 
timent in the various counties that are 
to be parceled out. For instance, where 
Spencer is sure he can poll more votes 
than Bob, Bob is not so certain that he 
cannot poll more votes than Spencer. 
Thus it happens that the politicians are 
called upon to compose differences which, 
while they lie upon the surface, go deep- 
er in fact, and find their origin in the 
very roots of human nature. Conse- 
quently, there is a hitch in the proceed- 
ings. Something must be done to illu- 
minate the situation.

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s - ty should turn out to be a Spencer coun- 


ty, or that a Spencer county should be a 
Bob county. It is natural, of course, 
that Bob should feel that there are more 
Bob counties than Spencer counties, 
while, of course, Spencer is equally cer- 
tain that Spencer counties outnumber the 
Bob counties. Thus, when one lays his 
finger on the map, and says, “This is a 
Bob county,” the other feels justified, 
*§n a great many instances, in putting his 
: finger on the same spot, saying, “This 
is a Spencer county.” 

The trouble is that you cannot tell a 
Bob county from a Spencer county by 
merely looking at the map, and when 
you come to consult Bob and Spencer, 
it is natural that they should have dif- 
ferences about the matter. Bob has made 
up his mind that certain counties are 
Bob counties, and Spencer is equally jus- 
tified in claiming some of the same coun- 
ties; and the moment the plan of par- 
celing them out began an intestine con- 
flict arose. 

It should be borne in mind that when 
a county is claimed as a Bob county, 
this claim doesn’t mean that Bob can 
carry it; notatall.

What the Canal Insures. 

One of the latest newspapers to advo- 
cate the speedy construction of the Nic- 
aragua canal is The London News. This 
influential exponent of British sentiment 
states that while the whole world is 
deeply interested in qhe matter dof estab- 
lishing direct water communication be- 
tween the Gulf of Mexico and/the Pacific 
ocean, the successful prosecution of this 
enterprise means vastly more to the 
United States, on both strategic and 
commercial grounds, thah it does to any 
other power, 

To quote briefly from the comment 
which The London News makes upon 
the paramount importance involved in 
the construction of this proposed water- 
way, we cite the following paragraph: 

When the work, is done it will change 
the commercial and perhaps the military 
Situation of the whole world. Mr. Colqu- 
houn, a good judge, thinks {t will ren- 
der greater service to the new world than 
the Suez canal does to the old. [ft will 
bring Japan, northern China, Australas'a 
and part of Malnysia nearer to the Atlan- 
tic «ities of the United States than they are 
to England. It will thus benefit America in 
an infinitely greater degree than it will 
Europe, which will only use the canal in 
trading with the Pacific littoral of the two 
Americas, the South Sea islands and pos- 
sibly Néw Zealand. It will moreover give 
an: immense impulse to American manu- 
factures, especially cotton and iron, and 
will greatly stimulate the shipbuilding in- 
dustry and the development of the naval 
power of the United States. The thirty or 
forty millions sterling which it is likely to 
cost will be a fleabite to its enormous yield 
in financial and material advantages of 
every sort, 


While on this subject, it may be well 
to notice other strong opin@ns in like 
manner favorable to the construction of 
the proposed canal. Mr. Lyman E. 
Cooley, one of the leading civil engineers 
of Chicago, argues that whatever it may 
cost to carry out the enterprise, it is 
warranted on almost every ground con- 
ceivable. With respect to the strategic 
aspect of the question he states that at 
the present time every city on the Pa- 
cific coast could be destroyed by hostile 
fleets before any battleship of ours could 
even round Cape Horn. Continuing, 
Mr. Cooley says: 


_ New York city ts 14,000, miles from San 
Francisco without the Nicaragua canal: 
that is, via the straits of Macellan, steam 
vessels leaving New York are over 13,0° 
miles from San Francisco, and safling ves- 
sels via Cape Horn 15,600 miles away. The 
canal would shorten one route 8,267 miles 
and the other route 10,754 miles. A man-of- 
rar sailing ten knots per hour, or 240 miles 
per day, would save in the one instance 
forty-four days and in the other thirty-four 
days’ time. Would not this be of value to 
the government when so much depends on 
the rapidity with which our vesse!s must be 
moved from paint to point? Possessing the 
Nicaragua canal, we could prevent any 
navy in the world from traversing the 
Horn for the purpose of attacking us east 
or west. We could create.a naval station 
at Lake Nicaragua second to none in the 
world, and from which our vessels could 
pass for the protection of either of our 
coasts witn ‘a rapidity unequaled. The 
Spanish war and the journey of the Ore- 
gon will awaken the general pwhblic to the 
necessity of having the canal as nothing 
else could have done. Once built, the canal, 


1 from a strategie orf a commercial point of 


view, means that our flag with our ship- 
ping will enter every port in the world, and 
we. will be the maritime power of the twen- 
tieth century. 

Still another thoughtful comment upon 
the subject comes ‘irom that sturdy 
American publication, Lhe New York 
Independent. First disposing of the 
strategic considerations which render it 
necessary for congress to g.Vve its earliest 
attention to the importance of opening 
the proposed waterway, The New York 
Independent continues: 

Commercial interests are even more press- 
ing, because they are not periodical or tem- 
porary, but continuous. A glance at tiie 
map will show how the shipping of our 
eastern coast and of BPurope would find 
quick passage by the canal to Asiatic ports, 
and how the Hawaiian islands lie directly 
in this route. A line drawn from the west- 
ern port_of the Nicaragua canal to Yoko- 
hama, via-Honolulu, would be a very nearly 
straight line, The eanal would also short- 
en the steamer route from New York. to 
Australia by nearly 3,.0) miles. Another 
survey has just been made, showing that 
the proposed canal is perfectly practicable, 
that its cost will be more moderate than 
commission estimated (abéut 
$134,000,000); and it’is to be hoped that, once 
in possession of the report, congress will 
jose no time in providing for tnis short 
cut from the Atlantie to the Pacific. 

So far as the south is concerned, there 
cah be no doubt of the fact that vast 
material good is bound to accrue from 
the construction of @he Nicaragua canal. 
In the first place, it will bring about di- 
rect communication between our south- 
ern ports and orivatal markets, enabling 
us to find ready purchasers for our 
iron, coal, cotton and other products, 
and to widen our trade relations gener- 
ally. In the second place, it will serve 
to stimulate the industrial activities of 
this section as nothing e!se has yet beea 
able to do. When the distractions oc 
the present war end, one of the first du- 
ties of congress should be’ to cons‘der 
thoroughly the urgent demands of the 
proposed waterway. 


Nineteenth Century Wars. 

While the forces of the nineteenth cen- 
tury have been expended in producing 
some of the greatest miracies of progress 
which the*world has ever known, it ap- 
pears that the sword even more than the 
olive branch, has been dominant at times 
within the past one hundred years in the 
affairs of almost every nation on the 
globe. 

Scanning the world’s retrospect hur- 
riedly, we find that since the nineteenth 
century commenced, Turkey has experi- 
enced thirty-seven vears of war. This 
record entitles Turkey to the distinction 
of heading the list of nations which 
have been engaged in the bloody traffic 
of hostilities; but while the credit thus 
peinted out belongs to this pagan ana 
sem*-civilized power, it is interesting 
to observe that Christian powers have 
not lagged far behind in the matter of 
waging long and biiter struggles. Next 
to Turkey comes Spain with thirty-one 
years of war to her credit; next France, 
with twenty-seven years of war to her 
credit, and next Russia, with twenty- 
four years of war to her credit. In or- 
der, the bloody records of the various 


other leading’ powers are as follows: It- 
aly, twenty-three years;. Great :Britaim, 
twenty-one years; Austria-Hungary, sev- 


enteen years; Germany, thirteen years; 


Portugal, twelve years; the United 
States, eleven. years; Sweden,.ten years 
and Denmark, nine years. 

_ With respect to the eleven years of 
war placed to the credit of the United 
States, it may not be amiss to go some- 
what int6 details. In the war of 1812, 
nearly three years were consumed; in 
the war with Mexico fully three years 


‘were consumed, and in the late war be- 


tween the states, ‘our years were con- 
sumed. When the comparatively brief 
periods of time consumed by the various 
minor wars are added to the foregoin 
figures, the sum of eleven full years is 
obtained. But before the remaining two 
years of the century expire, it is more 
than likely that this country’s war r 
ord will be considerably increased. 


Thus it appears that while the nine, 


teenth century has been devoted largely 
to the ends of progress in the lines of 
science, industry and commerce, it has 
not been without its frequent sanguin- 
ary chapters. . ;

Cotton Mills North and South. 

It is remarkable that none of the 
northern or eastern papérs, in discussing 
Professor Dowd’s article in The Forum, 
have paid the slightest attention to the 
deduction which he casually draws from 
the facts and statistics he has gathered. 
The real point of hits article—the con- 
clusion that possesses the interest at this 
moment, ts the professor’s conclusion, 
which he presents in the form of a sug- 
gestion, that, after all is said, the south. 
ern mill operatives are earning more 
money than the New England operatives, 
in spite of the fact that the wages of the 
former are nominally from 25 to 40 per 
cent lower than those of the latter. 

The New York Commercial ‘Advertiser, 
for instance, says “it is not diifficult to 
perceive what a tremendous advantage 


‘this (the lower wages) gives the south- 


ern cotton manufacturing industry in the 
battle for supremacy.” It will be ob- 
served that our contemporary resolutely 
closes its eyes to the real purpose of Tro- 
fessor Dowd’s article, which is to call 
attention to the real essence of the mat- 
ter, and to do * casually, with a flip of 
the finger as it were, so as not rudely to 
disturb the market value of the stocks 
of the New England mills. If this is 
likewise the explanation of The Commer- 
cial Advertiser’s failure to note the real 
point of the article, we have nothing 
more to say; but it must be evident that 
the fact of the situation cannot long be 
withheld from those who purchase east- 
ern cotton mill shares either for pur- 
poses of speculation or for investment. 

We think a dim idea of the fact has at 
last crept into the market, for a compari- 
son of the value of the stocks of seventy 
leading eastern mills on January 1, 1897, 
with their value on May 16, 1898, will 
show that something has happened. The 
average decline is perhaps a little more 
than 25 per cent. In not a single in- 
stance has there been an advance in the 
value of shares since January 1, 1897, 
although the mills have continued to pay 
dividends. The Amoskeag stock, repre- 
senting one of the oldest and most pros- 
perous of eastern mills, was at a premium 
of $595 in 1897. Its premium now is 
only $250, showing a loss of $345. The 
stock of the Appleton mill has shrunk 
from $502 to $100. 

As the payment of dividends has been 
regular in most of the mills, the only 
reagonable explanation oftthe slump of 
more than 25 per cent is to be found in 
the fact that the true inwardness of the 
situation has begun to dawn vaguely on 
the minds of investors, namely, that the 
southern mills are able to undersell their 
competitors in the home and foreign 
markets in spite of the fact that they 
have been and are now paying their op- 
eratives more actual wages than the New 
England mils pay theirs. 

But whether it has dawned on their 
minds or not, the fact remains, and is in 
the nature of a crushing retort to those 
wha,go about warning southern mill men 
that their low wages will prove to be a 
barrier in the way of their successful 
competition with New England. 

Under the circumstances, it is, of 
course, expecting too much to suppose 
that the New England papers are will- 
ing to discuss the question. It is per- 
haps best that they should not. The in- 
terests at stake are too large and too 
important to expose them to the panicky 
fluctuations that might follow or attend 
such a discussion. It is perhaps better 
that the real nature of the situation 
should be left to unfold itself gradually 
and conservatively. But in due time 
the eastern mill: men will have to face 
and recognize the facts. 

The Attitude of Austria. 
While the sympathy of Austria in the 


present crisis 18 commonly supposed to. 


be with Spain, largely for the reason 
that the queen regent oi tae latter power 
belongs to the house of Hapsburg, it 
nevertheless turns out that some of the 
leading newspapers of Ausiria are on 
the side of the United States. 

One of these is The Vienna Deutsche 
Zeitung. In commenting upon the sit- 
uation, this newspaper obse:ves: “Our 
whole sympathy in this war is with the 
United States. There is hardly a fam- 
ily in Austria or in Germany which has 
not some dear relatives or friends on the 
other side of the water, many of whom 
are now preparing to shed their blood for 
their adopted country. Considered from 
a commercial standpoint, we should be 
careful not to antagonize the United 
States, especially at the present time, 
when our export trade is at such a low 
ebb. We make no mistake in supposing 
that the sympathy of all friends of lib- 
erty is with the United States.”” There 
is nothing guarded or non-committal 
about the foregoing declaration, which 
openly avows its friendship for this 
country in the most emphatic terms, 

But this is not the only newspaper fn 
the kingdom which is thus inclined. 
Others are equally pronounced in the 
cordial sentiments which they profess 
toward this country: and we are war- 
ranted in the belief that the great heart 
of Austria beats in sympathy with the 
United States,

HOW NEW YORK: 
VIEWS THE FIGHT. 


By Robert B. Cramer. 

New York, June 3.—(Special.j»—Returning 
tu Atlanta via the nearest route- which is 
uLout ¢.809 miles out of the way-I hav» 
been compelled to lay over one day in the 
Meirop<eds, and during that tire I have 
rambled abcut among the war-crazed peo- 
Ple here with a constantly-growing wonder 
that the local newspapers should ever have 
sent to the West Indies for news. And I 
do not marvel that they have recalled their 
men, for in this seething, boiling, roaring, 
singing, red-whiteand-blue city there is a 
Klondike wealth of journalistic material 
go'ng to waste under the very eyes cf 
those nearest toit. It is material of a sort, 
too, that would go through any press cen- 
sor in the land unscathed, for. it all con- 
cerns the patriotism and love of country 
that {s characteristic alike of New York 
and Atlanta, Minneapolis and New Orleans, 
Topeka and San Francisco. 

Only in New .York it has more room to 
bubble and more fuel to feeqg upon. When 
we stwuamed out of St. Thomas on the big 
English liner Carfbbee with the first con- 
tingent of newspaper refugees—the second 
following on the rext steamer—we ne‘ther 
heard nor saw anything to tell us what 
was going on in the wor!d about us, and it 
was not unti] we took on a pilot off Sandy 
Hook that we learned that the past few 
cays—like the meny that had preceded them 
—were not marked by any decisive action 
on either side. The New York boys’ on 
board were good enough to say that the: in- 
terregnum rad been brought about, through 
the consert of both nations, in order -that 
we Atlanta correspondents might have time 
enough to return to the front, and the 
Atiantianre replied with equal truth that 
the lapse was due to the desire of Messrs. 
Sampson, Schley and Cervera to see what 
these fearful and wonderful New York 


newspapers reported them as having done 


before they went and did it. 


The pilot wore an American flag in his 


hat, and his boat was a blaze of national 


colors. As we passed up the bay we saw 
scores of other boats similarly decorated, 
and from the decks of countless passing 
excursion steamers came the sound of 
martial music. 
floated to our ears thé strains of “The 
Star Spangled Banner” and ‘My Country, 
"Tis of Thee” and ‘‘Hurrah for the Red, 
White and Blue,” and “Hail Columbia,”’ 
with occasionally the liveliest air of 
“There’li Be a Hot Time in the Old Town 
Tonight’’—which latter effervescent compo- 
sition seems to have attaineg the dignity 
cf a national anthem. When we swung 
into the harbor and cou'd see where the 
city proper used to be, a chill of horrot 
struck us at the first glimpse, for it scem- 
ed to be on fire from Hurlem to the bat- 
tery, a great red and white and blue wave 
rising from end to end, 

But it wasn’t. What we saw was only 
the blazing enthusiasm of the place, and 
the red and white and blue was only bunt- 
ing which, in flags and streamers and 
every conceivable device, covered all Man- 
hattan island. We were on an English 
boat, but when we started a cheer at the 
inspiring sight the officers and crew joined 
in with tremendous energy. They gave us 
‘Hall Columbia,”” and we echoed it with 
“God Save the Queen.” We roared out 
‘Rule Brittannia’ and they roared back 
‘Yankee Doodle.” In the run up to the 
wharf we insignificant atoms of two 
mighty nations accomplshed an Anglo- 
American alliance all of gur own, and the 
people on the passing docks and boats must 
have observed it and understood. And 
Since I have been on land 1 have observed 
a good many other alliances of the same 
sort which. pieced together, may some day 
reunite the Anglo-Saxon race. 

oailen wharf the custom house inspectors 
wore, flags : eckties, and as we passed 
out a drove of newsboys in red, white and 
blue caps were selling red, white ang blue 
newspapers. Cabmen with horses blinking 
under an effusive display of the national 
co‘ors invited our patronage, and passing 
street cars flew the stars and stripes on all 
four corners. Buildings everywhere were 
bececked in a bewildering array, and above 
it all a gent): breeze was fluttering a mi}- 
lion flags from: as many slender poles in 
the clear sunshine cf the gummer morn- 
ing. And en the streets men, women and 
chi'drén were costumed in a way to defeat 
the effulgent Solomon in all his glory, 
while sidewaik organs and pianos and frut- 
ter bands were groaning and thumping and 
snorting and blowing patriotic music into 
the yivering atmosphere et a rate that 
‘defies description. 

Crossing a side street we heard a hardy- 
lunged youth in front of a remodeled shoot- 
ing gallery be!lowing:

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 
Why Scott Was Defeated. 


Ed'tor Ccnstitution—-It may have been a 
typographical error in Mr. A. C. Conn's 
article in your paper of the 27th instant, 
where General W. S. Scott is made to say: 
“TJ am back in my office, having only step- 
ped out to take a hearty plate of soup.” 
The expression was, “A hasty plate of 
soup.” 

General Scott was better known as “Old 
Fuss and Feathers.’’ In 1861 the confed- 
erate soldiers all understood that we were 
to meet him in battle, that he was then 
planning what resulted in the battle of 
Bull Run or Manassas. One day some sol- 
diers were on the cars going to Manassas 
Junction. At a way station a mother and 
child came into the car where the writer 
was. The mother hai on a bonnet full of 
feathers, while the child was yelling at the 
top of its voice. A soldier calmly arose and 
informed the crowd that “fuss and feath- 
ers” had arrived on the scene. The sol- 
diers all appreciated the remark and 
whooped as loud as they could. The mother 
did‘ not take any of this to herself. A few 
weeks after I had the pleasure, on the 
23d of July, 1861, to see the uniform of ‘‘Old 
Fuss and Feathers.” It had fallen jnto the 
hands of that gallant office, Colonel (after- 
wards general) J. B. Kershaw, of South 
Carolina, on the 2lst of July. The general 
himself did not leave Washington city 
during the fight. At the same time I saw 
a few hundred iron or steel handcuffs, 
which were intended to ba placed on south- 
ern prisoners. They were turned over, if 
I mistake not, to General E. P. Alexan- 
der, of Georgia, at Cub Run bridge. 

Scott's defeat for the presidengy in 1852, 
and his defeat at Manassas in 1861, whica 
battle he pianned, were enough to cause 
the old fellow to retire. He abandoned his 
native state, Virginia, where even his rela- 
tives had little love for him, and died at 
West Point, N. Y., in May, 1866, aged etgh- 
ty years, having outlived his usefulness at 
least ten years.

It 
further charges that this swindle was ac- 
complished by false representations made 
direct to Mr. Hiler when he was here two 
“aveeks ago for the purpose of investigating 
ithe affairs of the Moody & Brewster firm. 
Mr. Hiler in his charge claims that Moody 
not only confirmed with his own I'ps the 
statement of the firm’s entire responsibil- 
ity made by Bradstreet’s commercial agen- 
Hey, but gave edditional strength to the 
,statement on his own account, going into 
rmany details and particulars tnat subse- 
iquent developments have shown not to be 
correct. 

Mr. Hiler is determined to push the crim- 
nal prosecution to the bitter end. He has 
employed the law firm of Hammond, Skeen 
& Langley to represent him and these at- 
torneys are already at work on the case. 
According to Mr. Hiler, Moody took partic- 
ular pains to impress him with the high 
financial stamding of the firm only two 
pweeks before the crash, 

Brewster is now thought to be beyond 
the Canadian line and his prosecutors are 
fearful that he cannot be captured.

WHEN OREGON HEARD OF WAR 


Lieutenant Davis in a Letter Tells of 
Receipt of News. - 


SHIP WAS AT RIO DE JANEIRO 


Launches Patrolled the Vicinity of the 
Ship and Sentinels Were Doubied 
Around It at Ali Times. 


It was a matter of much speculation to 
the people in all parts of the United States 
t@ know how the officers and crew on the 
Oregon took their trip around the world 
from the Pacific into the Atlantic ocean. 

Lieutenant Austin Davis, of the Oregon, 
in a letter to his mother, who resides*in 
Atlanta, written on May ist from Rio de 
Janeiro, Brazil, tells of the first time the 


ship knew of a declaration of war. He 
SUVs: 

“We just found out last night when we 
came in that war had been declared, and 
that some fighting had been done. 1 sup- 
puse you Jheard that a Spanish torpedo 
beat had been looking’ for us to blow us 
all up before our time. 

‘They didn’t find us, 
are stil safe. On the whole way up we 
had memat the guns all the time with the 
ammunition ready. We commenced getting 
on coal last night and are still hard at it. 
Both our steam launches are patroling 
around the ship all night and the sentinels 
have been doubled. 

“No one is allowed to go ashore for any 
purpose whatever. The heat here is intense 
and with that and the coal dust life isn’t 
a bed of roses. I went ashore in Sandy 
Point after I wrote you. It is quite a 
pleasant little town (Chilian) and very 
military. 

‘The weather is very pleasant during the 
middle of the day, but ‘later on gets very 
cold and an overcoat and gloves are needed. 
The run from Sandy Point to the Atlantic 
ocean was very uneventful and the land 
all flat and scenery monotonous. The first 
part of the trip up was very cool and 
pleasant, but it gradually grew hotter and 
hotter until we got here, 

‘‘We don’t know where we will go from 
here, but opinion is about equally divided 
between the United States and Spain. We 
may be sent to the latter place ‘to look 
— for any Spanish ships they have at 
ome.,’’

The cowardice of this 
mode of fighting would have rendered it 
harmless, even had it been aimed at the 
most pronounced liquor man in the state, 
instead of a man who has been a total 
abstainer all his life. 

The first attack came from Mrs. Dr. Fel- 
ton, and this was followed up this week 
by ancther letter from Mrs. McLendon, a 
sister of Mrs. Felton. Mrs. McLendon’s 
letter appeared the day Senator Berner was 
in Atianta. 

Cotonel Candler has declared that he was 
a local option democrat. He believes in 
leaving the question to the people of each 
county to settle for themselves and has 
always. so voted. 

Late last night Colonel Candler came to 
Atlanta from Tallapoosa, where he spoxe 
yesterday. He was seen at the carshed by 
a representative of The Constitution’ nnd 
he made substantially this statement of 
facts. 

“When I was in congress, one of my 
buildings in Gainesville was rented by my 
agent. Mr. W, S. Wiliams, for a billiard 
and poolroom.. No liquor was sold in the 
building when it was rented. When I re- 
turned home from Washington I found 
that my rent wee past due, and as I wan- 
ted to get the tenant ‘out, I had a levy 
miaje on one of the billiard tables, which 
made the case in court reported in the law 
books, ard which I presume was furnished 
to Ler by Mr. Berner or Mr. Atkinson. cr 
some lawyer friendly to them. 

Never Drank a Drop. ~ ' 

“T never drank a drop of liquor in my life 
.as a Leverage, nor gave away nor scld 
liquor in any Guantity. I have always heen 
a tec‘otler. 

“Can as much be said of my opponents? 

“It is not strange to me that these at- 
tacks have been made against me, but per- 
haps the people of the state do not gen- 
erally understand some of the motives 
behind them. The first letter charging me 
with renting property to be used as a hbar- 
room appeared over the signature of Mrs, 
Dr. Felton, of Cartersville, and this last 
one came over the signature of her sister, 
Mrs. McLendon, of Atlanta. 

“Tt will be remembered that at the time 
I made the fight for democracy against 
independentism lead by Judge Speer in the 
ninth district, Hon. Judson Clements was 
championing democracy against independ- 
entism as led by Dr. Felton in the seventh 
congressional district. The people of the 
ninth sympathized with ‘their brother demo- 
crat in the seventh. I defeated Speer, and 
at the same time Clements defeated Dr. 
Felton. We have never been forgiven by 
some of those who were defeated. 

“As to the silly charge that I am the can- 
didate cf the Wholesale Liquor Dealers’ 
Assoviation, I want to say that I never 
knew there was such an associatio2 wit?l 
I read it in Mrs. McLendon’s letter.” 

‘Aside from the resentment on account of 
that old campaign, I presume that I am 
the victim of Mrs. Felton’s well-known 
antagonism to Bishop Warren Candler. I 
cannot enter into a card-writing contest 
with the ladies, but simply state the facts 
in the case and leave the public to draw 
its own inference, which is clear enough.” 

Colonel Candler is going out early this 
morning to Jackson, Butts county. Haral- 
son and Butts are two of the counties in 
which the effort has been made to combine 
the Atkinson and Berner strength. The 
Candlerites. however, say ‘that they will. 
beat the combine in both counties. Colonel 
Candler said that he captured Taliagerro 
county on Thursday, when he spoke tijere. 
He had a large crowd out and he made 
them one of his old-time rattling speeches. 
He will return to Atlanta this afternoon, 
and will close his campaign with a red-hot 
speech at the tabernacle. 

The Combine Sees Defeat. 


The friendg and supporters of the com- 
bine cardidates cdmit that they are beaten. 
They confess that Atkinson and Berner are 
defeated and now are declaring that Cand- 
ler will not carry 10) counties. 

A multitude of witnesses can be called 
to testify to the admissions which have 
been mace in the last few days.

Berner Quits the Stump.

He skipped a speech 
Wednesday a tcgether, spending the day 
here in Atlanta with friends and in close 
com:nunicniion with the Atkinson head- 
quarters. Wren he entered the campaign, 
Senator Berner gaid that he would speak 
every dvy vntil the close of the campaign, 
end he complameg that there was not time 
enough for him, but he has lost several 
days from the stump recently. He missed 
a day on his south Georgia tour. He 
missed the Gay he was to speak at Clarks- 
ton and the duy he was to go to Greens- 
boro, He iaia off on Wednesday and he 
woutd up. kis canvass last night. This 
‘e said to be due to the fact that he can 
count only two counties sure out of the 
whole 137—Monroe and Jasper. And even 
Monroe, his home county, is not sure. 

His Home County Is Shaky. 

The Chrenicle, which is published in his 
home town, Forsyth, in its issue this week 
appeals to the democrats of the county 
not to vote against Berner. It begs them 
if they can’t vote for him to stay at home. 
‘The appeal asks for the gake of “county 
pride” that the democrats there do not 
oppose Mr. Berner. Here are The Chron- 
icle’s very words: 

“Is Berner really to have opposition in his 
own county? Can any good democrat af- 
ford to oppose him for goyernor for thé 
sake of county pride? 

“Let us suggest that all who cannot 
vote for Berner to remain quiet, and not 
seek to injure his chances for governor by 
getting up useless opposition at home, for 
he will carry the county overwhelmingly.

The truth is, Mr. Berner will have the 
strongest kind of opposition in his own 
county.

The opposition has not 
been talking or making any vigorous fight, 
but itis a ) pocket .vote, the most dan- 
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gerous of all. 
Openéd Candler Tickets. 

The anti-Berner men there ordered their 
tickets printed in Macon, and when they 
reached Forsyth the package was opened 
by the postmaster and handed to a nephew 
of Senator Berner. The tickets were not 
promptly delivered to the gentleman to 
whom they were addressed, and he has 
lodged a complaint with the postoffice in- 
spector. He wants to know why his mail 
was opened and delivered to Senator Ber- 
ner’s nephew. What action the postoffice 
department wlll take in the case is not 
known. The Chronicle published an arti- 
cle telling about the package having been 
opened by the postmaster and delivered 
to the Berner side, and this publication 
was the first news. the gentleman for 
whom the tickets were intended had of 
what had become of them. 

This unusual proceeding has -not served 
to pacify the anti-Berner people, and the 
appeal to them to stay at home will not 
have much weight. They feel outraged 
and they propose.to register their protest. 
They say that if they had received the 
tickets in time to thoroughly distribute 
them over the county, they could carry it 
on Monday. 

Where Is Judge Atkinson? 

Judge Atkinson's campaign manager was 
not able to give his brother’s dates this 
week, saying the judge was in south Geor- 
gia and was making his own dates. So far 
as could be learned at Atkinson headquar- 
ters here; the judge may have quit the 
stump, too. A significant fact is that -he 
has been taken out of the race in a number 
of counties which were claimed for him up 
to ten days ago. In other counties the 
Atkinson men have been advised to vote 
for Berner, but it is not certain they 
will do it. 

In Butts county, for instance, one of the 
most prominent citizens declared a day 
or two ago that he could not be traded 
arcund in that fashion and he stated that 
he would vote for Atkinson if he was the 
only man in the county who cast that 
kind of a vote. 

There is a mix-up in a number of coun- 
ties over the effort to throw the Atkin- 
son strength to Berner or the Berner 
strength to Atkinson, as the case might be. 

How the Wind Blows. 

Another significant fact is that most of 
the anti-Candler papers in the state have 
been very quiet for the past week. A few 
have kept up the fight, but most of them 
have turned their attention to other mat- 
ters. This silence on the part of the pa- 
pers which heretofore were fighting Candler 
means a great deal. 

Another straw pointing the direction of 
tha wind is the attacks made by The Peo- 
ple’s Party Paper on Colonel Candler. Very 
little attention has been paid to the other 
candidates for the democratic nomination 
and the populists admit that they realized 
Colonel Candler was the strongest man in 
the race. They have predicted all along 
that he would be the democratic nominee 
and they concentrated their fire on him. 

He Will Carry Troup. 

Mr. W. W. Wisdom, one of the leading 
citizens of LaGrange, was in the city yes-: 
terday. In speaking about the race for 
governor, he said: 

“Condler is sure to carry both Troup and 
Heard counties. It is true that the Berner 
and Atkinson combination claimed these 
counties, yet the people as a mass are in 
fuvor of Candler, and you may put them 
down in the Candler column by a safe 
majority.”’ 

Ex-Senator Walsh Says It’s Candler. 

Mayor Patrick Walsh, of Augusta, came 
up yesterday to attend the meeting of the 
trustees, Of the Normal and Industrial 
school at Milledgeville. 

Mr. Walsh stated that Richmond county 
would certainly go for Candler. In the 
early part of the campaign the friends of 
Judge Atkinson made great claims about 
what they would do in Augusta, but as the 
contest progressed Judge Atkinson did not 
develop the strength which his supporters 
had expected. On the other hand, Colonel 
Candler’s candidacy created the greatest 
enthusiasm in Richmond, and a very strong 
Candler club was organized. This club held 
a meeting on Thursday night, which was 
largely attended, and it was evident from 
the reports made to that meeting that 
there is not the slightest doubt about Colo 
nel Candler’s getting a large miajority in 
the county next Monday.

FORTUNES FOR OLD CLOTHES MEN 


Decatur Street Dealers Bought Hun- 
dreds of the Old Suits of the 
Soldiers—The New Cooking 
Apparatus at the Pest 
Now in Use. 


THE REGIMENT OF RECRUITS WILL 
leave Fort McPherson this evening for Ma- 
nila. They will go thoroughly equipped, and 
will be in shape for fighting Spaniards. 
The men have been given nearly all of their 
equipments, and Quartermaster Normoyle 
said yesterday that hé would finish up with 
the work of issuing clothes in time for the 
expedition to leave this afternoon. 

This expedition will carry 853 men, and 
will have axes, picks, shovels and many 
camp utensils not generally used in the 
army. These articles are carried, as it is 
expected that the troops will be in Manila 
for many months. All of the troops 
jubilant’ because they are to leave to war. 
‘They Nave been chafing under the long de- 
lay and now they are happy. 

At Fort McPherson. 

* Fort McPherson wen through a transfor- 
mation scene yesterday. The recruits there 
were changed from a disorderly mob of rag- 
ged men to a nicely uniformed and equip- 
ped army. The transformation was cer- 
tainly one to be enjoyed, for the men had 
presented a wretched appearance uNtil given 
their uniforms. 

In.their new clothing the soldiers strutted 
around the barracks during the day and 
showed off to the best advantage before the 
thousands of admiring spectators who went 
out to the fort during the ‘day. Lieutenant 
Normoyle, the quartermaster, snatched 
short intervals from his day of hard work 
to go out and inspect the wonderful change 
made by the new ouifits. He was busy with 
a force of assistants all day in issuing the 
new uniforms, but it was impossible to sup- 
ply all of the soldiers in one day. 

The work of giving out uniforms and 
equipment to nearly a thousand men js noth- 
ing less than enormous. Every man had to 
be supplied with an entire new outfit, and it 
required considerable time to hand out the 
socks, suspenders, blouses, trousers, leg- 
gings, hats, shirts, drawer, belts, cups, pans 
and other equipment with which each man 
of the army had to be supplied. 

The troops were supplied with uniforms 
individually. Each man walked up to the 
quartermaster’s office and had his needs 
supplied. The clerical work necessary in 
issuing the outfits was large, as a complete 
record has to be kept of every article given 
out to the men, and an officer has to witness 
the issue and see that everything is given 
out properly. Lieutenant Normyle has the 
hardest position of the army here just 
now. He has to clothe and equip the men 
and look out for their transportation. His 
department will be busy until all of the 
recruits are sent away from Fort McPher- 
son, 

Bonanza for the Hebrew. 

Small fortunes were made by several low- 
ér Decatur street Hebrews, who went out 
to the fort early yesterday morning. 

These men were proprietors of second- 
hand clothing stores, and they went out to 
purchase the old clothing of the troops. 
There were 80 men given uniforms during 
the day, and many of these men who 
had decent clothes sold them to the He- 
brew dealers. Many who had not decent 
clothes soid their old coats just the same, 
for they had fiot further use for the clothes 
after getting the uniforms. The dealers 
paid from 5 cents to 8 cents for entire suits 
of clothing, and they had no trouble in mak- 
ing the purchases, even at those small fig- 
ures. Some of the dealers had to send their 

There was an extravagant display of lav- 
ishness with the coin after the men had 
disposed of their old wearing apparel. They 
made straight lines for the canteen, and it 
took but a short time to dispose of all their 
small stock of money. : 

New Cooking at the Fort. 

The most interesting scene at Fort Mc- 
Pherson is the cooking mess. Every one of 
the summer shacks at the fort has a cook- 
ing place, and a number of the new re- 
cruits are kept busy cooking food for the 
men. It is entirely different from the for- 
mer method of cooking at the fort. Now 


the men have to use the fleld and campaign 
cooking utensils. These consist of the 
Dutch oven, the Buzzacot oven and com- 
mon pots and kettles. The cooks have 
trenches dug and large fires are builded in 
the trenches. The pots and ovens are sus- 
pended over the trenches. 

The Buzzacot oven is a wonder. This oven 
was invented by Private Buzzacot, of the 
Fifteenth infantry. He is now making a

rope. The oven is a largé and square sheet 
iron box, three feet long and two feet wide, 
and about fifteen inches deep. It is made 
so that every article of food eaten in the 
army can be cooked in it. The oven is first 
set on a bed of coals and then the pans of 
beans, bread, meat, potatoes or whatever 
may be wished, are put into it. First a pan 
is put into the bottom of the oven. This 
pan is covered and another pan:-is put in. 
The pens are placed on top of each other 
until the oven is full, when it is covered 
with the heavy cover. This cover is heaped 
with coals and is used as a stove to fry 
meat or cook anything desired. Several dif- 
erent kinds of food may be cooked in the 
oven at one time.

Sick Are All Regulars. 


One remarkable fact that has been evi- 
denced by the present war is that the stute 
volunteers are healthier and stronger than 
the men of the regular army.

The volunteers are standing the heat and 


hard work at Tampa much better’ than the 


men who have been soldiers for years. 

Of the twenty-seven sick soldiers brought 
in from Tampa night before last, everyone 
Was a regular.

Wach 
camp had its banner conspicuously dis- 
played, and the old soldiers attracted 
much attention throughout the line of 
march. 7 

At the tabeynacle a large crowd had gath- 
ered in honor of the occasion and upon 
thé arrival of the veterans they were given 
a rousing reception. 

The programme of the exercises was 
short and appropriate. Many of the chil- 
dren of the public schools were on hand 
with their teachers and‘ they formed a 
large portion of the audience. The audi- 
torlum was extensively decorated with the 
flags and ensigns of the confederacy and 
presented an inspiring scene to the gaze. 

Exercises at the Tabernacle. 

Colonel. J. Colton Lynes, marshal of the 
day, acted, as master of ceremonies at the 
tabernacle and performed his office in a 
graceful manner, 

The first feature of the programme was 
‘Dixie’ by the band, which was greated 
with a rebel yell from the assembled Vet- 
erans. 

The meeting was formally opened with 
a short prayer by the Rev. Dr. E. H. 
Barnett. who prayed fervently that the cel- 
é€bration of Davis Day in Atlanta might\ 
be made permanent and that the lives of 
the veterans might be saved for years to 
come. At the conclusion of the prayer the 
band began ‘‘Hail to the Chief,’’ and the 
large audience broke: into a storm of ap- 
plause. The first speaker of the afternoon, 
Hon. B. M. Blatkburn, was introduced ‘to 
the audience by Colonel Lynes, who said: 


“Honored Veterans, Ladies and Gentle- 
men: This day is fruitful of opportunities 
for eloqierce.: The murmurs which pass 
from lip to lip-proclaim our purpose here; 
these preparations, this sacred flag, this 
picture and our own hearts announce our 
noble mission. But it has been wellsaid by 
America’s @reatest orator that eloquence 
does not consist in Words alone. Words and 
phrases may be marshalled in every way; 
they cannot compass it. Jt must exist in 
man, in the subject and in the occasion. 

“That is indeed true,-comrades, for when 
I took upon this picture I am reminded of 
the eloquent subject, and this flag reminds 
me of the oceasion. When | turn and look 
upon this honest, fearless, patriotic son of 
Georgia and of a veteran, I realize that 
no mistake is made in now presenting him 

“as the man whose eloquence will compass 
the subject and the occasion. 

‘ *T have the honor to present Hon. B. M. 
Blackburn, of Atlanta.”

Mr. Biackburn said in part: 

“It gives me great pieasure to speak to 
the veterans of Atlanta on this, the birth- 
day of Jefferson Davis.

“He was destined by nature for leader- 
ship, and we should be proud of the fact 
that he was chosen for the leader of the 
south. To say that such a man as Davis 
Was a traitor to his country is to ask an 
intelligent community to indorse libel and 
Slander. When you call him a traitor you 
call your fathers traitors. Grander in the 
Gloom of defeat than in the hour of vic- 
tory, he typified the south in his very na- 
ture. When confined in a cell at Fortress 
Monroe, incarcerated there for the sin of 
the whole south, if sin it can be called, he 
looked out upon his desolate country with 
Sorrow.ng eyes and refused to be comforted 
by the few friends who gathered arourtd 
him. When restored to the privacy of his 
own home, where he remained in seciusion 
for twenty vears, still obedient to the land 
of his birth, he, refused -to reccive the oath 
of allegiance to the United States and pass- 
ed away as he lived, tgue to the south.

Colonel John O. Waddell introduced Judge 
James Anderson, the next speaker.

VV ine chijdren of the public schools of 

Atlanta and they will be free for the 
next three months to do as they please. 
They were in a fever of anticipation yes-

This order was obeyed and consequently 
yesterday those who visited the schools 
heard thé recitation of regular schoo! les- 
sons. 

Good work has been done by the chil- 
dren of the schools during the past term, 
and both Superintendent Slaton and the 
teachers feel satisfied that the schools are 
now in better condition than ever before. 

It has heen demonstratea beyond doubt 
that the system of semi-annual promotions 
{is successful in the schools of Atlanta. The 
board of education felt some hesitancy in 
making this departure from the establish- 
ed rule and even the supporters of the 
System advised the board to be cautious, 

A numberof children were promoted last 
Christmas. They have stood well in the 
classes to which they were promoted and 
almost all of them were successful in the 
examinations at the end of the term. The 
averages for the year are very creditable 
in all the schools and a number of ex- 
| high marks were made, The 
yearly honor roll in full will appear.in The 
Constitution Junior next Sunday.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


Flattering Crop Prospects Dominate 
the Trade Situation. 


»New York, June 3.—R. G. Dun’s weekly 
review will say tomorrow: 

‘“‘May having been the first full month of 
actual war, the fact that failures in that 
month were smaller than in the correspond- 
ing month last year and nearly 10 per cent 
smaller than in May, 1896, is encouraging, 
the more so because a year ago the remark- 
able decrease in May gave proof of the 
heavy improvement in business which made 
the year so gratifying in general results. 
Large failures were eight in manufactur- 
ing for $2,385,000 this year, against 13 for 
$2,965,000 last year, and in trading.5 for 
$620,000, against 10 for $1,572,077 in 1897. 
Hesitation in extending usual credits soon 
ufter war began naturally affected weak 
more than strong concerns, but it soon 
Zave place to steady and increasing con- 


fidence. 

Bish dropped 74c from the highest 
point after the May deal culminated, ani 
has since been weaker for July because of 
accounts promising an enormous jypieid. 
Those who were nearest the truth last 
year now predict about 700,000,000 bushels 
for 1898, and all accounts make the acreage 
much larger and conditions much better 
than a year ago. But with $1.15 still paid 
for No. 2 red in elevator, and foreign de- 
mand taking 4,294,498 busheis, flour in- 
cluded, from Atlantic ports for the week, 
against 74,929 last year, the decline evidénty 
hastens ‘the marketing of surplus, and 
gives the new crop a better chance. 

‘™xports of corn for the week have 
been 4,881,820 bushels, against 1,026,566 last 
year, and for the first time in the history. 
exports of each grain have about reached 
200,000,000 bushels in the same year. 

“Of all the great’ industries the cotton 
manufacture only gives some _ sign of 
shrinkage, cotton having dropped a six- 
teenth during the week after a rise in 
goods averaging for the month about 1 per 
cent. thus rendering the marketing of ac- 
cumulated stocks somewhat more difficult. 
But print cloths have advanced, and in 
most staple goods the demand is improv- 


oe 


ng. 

‘Woolen mills are encouraged by a some- 
what larger demand for goods, in part 
from government orders, and are aver- 
aging about 1 per cent better prices for 
goods‘than a month ago. There is not 
much demand for wool, which is still held 
in the main above the views of manutac- 
turers, and prices have declimed ‘%c for 
the month. 

‘The iron and steel manufacture leads 
all others in gain over. previous years, its 
consumption of pig being apparently more 
than a millfon tons per month, or 288.000 
tons each week, against 170,780 tons.per week 
in May, 1892, an increase of 33.6 per cent. 
Above all others significance is the wholly 
unprecedented demand from agricultural 
works which throw in the shade all their 
past orders, while the plate and rail matiu- 
facturers are beating all records, part with 
foreign orders. 

*“Failvres for the week have been 222 in 
the United States, against 241 last year 
and 16 in Canada, against 32 liast year.”’ 


Bradstreet’s Review. 
New York, June 3.—Bradstreet’s tomorrow 


“The general business situation might 
‘wel] be expressed by the single word 
‘crops.’ Certainly the very flattering out- 
look reported in nearly all the grain grow- 
ing sections of the country, and particular- 
ly as regards the growing wheat has been 
of a nature to dominate the entire trade 
situation. From all of the surplus wheat 
growing states there comes but one report, 
that of a large acreage. extremely good 
weather and crop conditions already fore- 
shadowing an unprecedented production of 
the king of cereals. With the steady and 
favorab.e progress making toward a large 
wheat yield has come the final elimination 
of the May wheat deal and a considerable 
quieting down of speculative fever and 
prices. 

Reports. as to distributive trade are en- 
couraging. A hopeful feeling is the general- 
ly reported good trade at retail not only 
at the west, but also east. 

‘Reports from other industries continue 
on the whole quite good. The movement 
or iron and steel is still of an immense 
volume and the demand by agricultural 
implement makers aiready referred to has 
never been exceeded, 

“The rather better tone reported in some 
branches of the cotten and woolen goods 
industries of late remains unimpaired, print 
cloths having advanced again, while wool 
remains firm. 

“Wheat exports for the week reflect a 
better export inguiry and larger shipments, 
aggregating 5,248,086 bushels. against 4,029,- 
000. bushels last week and 2,620,000 bushels 
last year. ; 

“Corn exports are the largest an record, 
aggregating 6,605.422. bushels. against 6,164,- 
000 bushels last week and 2,396,000 busbels a 
year ago. 

“Business failures were 176, against 310 
last week and 192 last year.”

Chicago, June 3.—~There was a decided 
change in sentiment tn the wheat pit today. 
Higher cables from Liverpool and continued 
light’ receipts, both here and in the north- 
west, were the principal factors of influ- 
ence.Short traders had their turn, and they 
argued that a reaction was due. The severe 
declines of the past few dgys has ‘put the 
price of wheat nearer a‘ legitimate basis 
than it has been for a long time; and it is 
generally opined that from now on thequo- 
tations will be governed by natural condi- 
tions, which now have a chance to assert 
themselves. Crop conditions continued fa- 
vorable. The weather map showed clear, 
warm weainer with nominal temperatures. 
Argentine wheat shipments for the past 
week ageregated 834,000 bushels, against 
800.000 last week and none last year. For 
six days the receipts at Liverpool have ag- 
gregated 648,000 bushels, against 750,000 bush- 
els. the theeretical requirements.

WORK THAT IS BEING DONE AT GRIFFIN 


Men Are Given Everything To Make 
the Camp Life an Enjoyable 
Pastime. 


HOSE who are interested in the work 

the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 

tion is doing among the soldiers from 
every state, both in the regular army and 
among the volunteers, want it known that 
the army work is in no way connected with 
the Army Christian Committee. 

Hon. W. J. Northen, in speaking of the 
separate work the Young Men’s Christian 
Aspuclation was doing, said yesterday:

¢ This statement is entirely untrue and it 
partment vf the Young Men's Christian 
Association, and is under the direction 
of the internationa] army committee, with 
the aid of Mr. Moody, and doing only the 
evangelistic work of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, 

“I wish not only to correct this misleading 
statement, but to repeat, for the army eorn- 
mitee,and the understanding of the public, 
What the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion, through its various departments, in- 
cluding the Christian commission, has un- 
dertaken for the soldiers, 

“The army committee for this. state, 
working under the international committee, 
needs and asks for the fullest sympathy, 
co-operation and financial aid of all the 
people who are interested in relieving the 
necessities, promoting the comforts and 
guarding the spiritual well being of the 
patriotic young men who are now endur- 
ing the hardships of camp, whilé they are 
aepened to the fearful trials of a soldier's 
ife. 

“It must be understood that the army 
committee would not, for a moment, hinder 
any effort that is wisely undertaken to 
make more tolerable the hard life of the 
camp,- but the committee would most re- 
spectfully suggests that the thorough or- 
fanization under which they are working, 
together with the recognition given their 
work by the secretary of war, places them 
in position to effectively, economically and 
more satisfactorily the work thev have. 
undertaken than if they were acting with- 
out eomprehensive organization and the 
rights and privileges accorded by the war 
department. 

- “Under regulations of the army we have 
as much right inside the lines as the offi- 
cers of the reziment and an unquestioned 


privilege to minister such comforts as we 


are able. Not only so, but the regimental 
officers have received us most gladly and 
given the work hearty co-operation and 
persona] participation, 

“The army committee holds, therefore, 
somewhat the same relation to the men 
as the Red Cross, in that we can go with 
our tent and ali ita appliances wherever 
the regiment goes and we are, indeed, an 
acknowledged part of the army forees. 

“To secure such avmpathy and aid as we 
need, it may be well to illustrate the work 
as it is beiig done at Camp Northen, near 
Griffin. & 

“At thie place the army committes has 
a large tent under contro) of two efficient 
young men as secretary and pssistont sec- 
retary of the Young Men’s Christian As- 
socjation. 

“This tent is supplied with tables, desks. 
pens, ink. paner and envelopes. Aj' these 
are for the free use of the men. In this 
tent and upon our tetterheads are written 
ll, # not oauite all, the letters that are 
written by the men—ranging daily from 
°° +o 40. Thursday there were writien 
248 letters: the day before 408. Stamps are 
sold at the tent @ a conveuience for the 
men, 

“The tent is further supplied with the 
daily and weekly secular tiewspapers of the 
state. magazines and religious periodicals. 
We also have large numbers of gospel song 
books. testaments and Bibles. These the 
men use freely. 

“The men are not only weleomed to our 
large tent, but they are, ail the time, in- 
vited to come and share our hospitalities. 
Everv evening the musical talent of the 
regiment is assembled, and together with 
our organ and such instruments as can be 
obtained. we have @ social concert, which 
the men greativ enjoy. 

“These exercises are always concluded 
with evening nrayers, which large mumbers 
of the men attend. 

“The chaplain of the regiment is in most 
hearty accord with our work und he co-op- 
ereates with our secretaries. Every 5Sun- 
dav the tent and all its appliances ere 
turned over to him for mornimg service. 

“tn the afternoon the usual Young Men's 
Christian Association service is held and 
large numbers of inen attend. 

“Just as soon as we have the money we 
will establish a kitchen department in con- 
nection with each tent and supply io the 
men such delicacies, well cooked .2s may 
be needed when the men are a little ill 
and suitable diet. under the Mrection of 
the surgeon, when they are in the hospital. 
Having already supplied the social and 
spiritual needs of the men, we hope later 
on to meet. in a large measure, their physi~ 
cal demands. 

The gratifying condition of our work is 
that we are a part of the army, so to speak, 
and we have authority to go wherever the 
regiment goes. We propose to keep up 
with the men. When they go to Cuba we 
expect to go with them and to be, especial- 
ly. present. in their times of greatest need. 

“The army tommittee has deemed it nec- 
essary to have the peopie understand more 
fully what we are proposing to do for the 
men and how We propose to do it. as we 
feel assured we will then receive more help 
for our purposes, 

“Shall we have the money to do the work, 
or shall the men be denied the advantag- 
es we are. trying to give them because the 
people withhold the necessary means? 

“Letters asking for money have been ad- 
dressed to all the pastors of all the denom- 
inations in the state, so far as we have heen 
able to obtain their names. Appeals have 
been made through the press of the state 
and yet we have not enough money to ful- 
lv equip the tent for one regiment. We beg 
that the neople will not wait for personal 
appeals, but send such contributions as 
they may be able to my address, Atlanta. 
Acknowledgment will be made through the 
press and the money economically applied 
to thé purposes for which it is given.”

FEW CHANGES ARE SCHEDULED | IMPORTANT WORK WAS DE 


Almost Entire Faculty for Eng Re 


News Concerning Their Fate. Year Named. 


THE OLD TEACHERS WERE RE-ELECTED 


Board Will Hold Another Meet ¥-4 
an Early Date and Completé 
the Work. 


OTHER IMPORTANT MATTERS TO COME UP 


The Meeting Promises ~»v Be One of 
the Most Interesting Fver Held 
by, the Present Board. | 
Tm public school system of this city 

will be conducted this afternoon by 
the board of education. The meeting will 
commence at 4 o’clock and will,be held in 
the board room adjoining the office of 
Maj¢y W. F. Slaton, superintendent of the 
schools, . 

Examinations of applicants for teachers’ 
positions were conducted several weeks ago 
in the Boys’ High school building and these 
papers have been turned over to the com- 
mittee on schools and teachers. They have 
been graded, and it is probable that several 
of the applicants will be given positions. 

There will probably be a change in the 
Boys’ High school. Professor P. D. Young- 
blbod, who took the place of Professor E. 
E. West, the chair of sciences, accepted 
the professorship on the condition that he 
be relieved at the end of the term. He has 
an extensive laboratory in the city, which 
occupies a good deal of his time, and it 
was only after considerable pressure had 
been brought to bear on him that he agreed 
to accent the position. 

His work during the time he has occu- 
pied the chair of sciences has been very 
satisfactory and the pupils have advanced 
a great deal under his instruction. It is 
thought, however, that he will-not again 
accept the place. 

The teachers have been very anxious 
during the past few weeks on account of 
the elections and any information which 
escaped the members of the board of edu- 
cation has been eagerly sought. The rcport 
of Major W. IF. Slaton upon his observa- 
tions while visiting the schools of Cleve- 
land, St. Louis, Louisville and Nashvilie 
will be received and considered this pfter- 
noon, 

Copies of the report were handed the 
members of the board during the meeting 
last Thursday, but it was not read, and 
all discussion concerning it was postponed 
until this afternoon.
